The stores everywhere have 
been reopened and • the

crowded with holiday shoppers, mak- 
ing belated purchases for the Russian 
Christmas, which, according to the 
Julian calendar, falls on Sunday. As 
the early northern 
night 
fell, the 


guards were doubled, but the electric 
street lamps brilliantly lighted 
the 


shop windows, reassuring the people 
who lingered on merrymaking with 
the careless indifference of the Rus- 
Bia*ns, fo tlie dramatic 'tragedy Just 
ended. The Presna district, however, 
presented another picture. There peo- 


. pie. by the hundreds, who had been 


burned out, were excitedly searching 
the ruins or bemoaning the loss of 
dear ones, while the police and troops 
continued, their unceasing hunt for 
hidden revolutionists. 


Turbulents Surrender, 


A batch of Drujinists, surrounded in 


n sugar factory in the suburbs during 
the iiight, surrendered this, morning 
•when they found that further resist- 
ance was useless. 
The only other 


warlike incident was a rear attack 
made by a body of Drujinists on a de- 
tachment 
of troops stationed at a 


bridge with Instructions to cover the 
work of the firemen. The soldiers, 
when attacked, turned right about face 
aud fired a volley, killing three stu- 
dents and wounding several others. 


This was the coldest day of the win- 


ter, the themometer registering eight- 
een degrees below zero. The roaring 
fires at which the pickets are warming 
themselves give a touch of ' plctur- 
esqueness to the streets. 


The most important captures were 


made today— Volkoff 
and. Malinoff,

pany the $235,000 advanced to Andrew 
Hamilton and so far not accounted foi 
by Mr. Hamilton. Thomas P. Fowler 
chairman of the company's investigat 
ing committee, appointed by the boan 
of trustees, received today a' check 
from Mr. McCall 
for $85,000 and a 


note for ?150,000. Mr. McCall some 
time ago promised to make good this 
sum unless'Hamilton, who was legis- 
lative agent for the big insurance com- 
panies, rendered an accounting. 
On 


receipt of Mr. McCall's letter accom- 
panying the check and note, a meeting 
of the board of -trustees was called 
for tomorrow. While no official state- 
ment on the subject was obtainable 
It was' accepted as a fact tbat Mr. Mc- 
Call's resignation as president will be 
presented to the trustees tomorrow.

the company. Mr. Orr sjiid he would 
prefer that some one else be'selected 
for the place permanently, but he of- 
fered to act as president until some 
one else is named.

of negroes paraded here yesterday in 
honor of (he signing of the emancipa- 
tion proclamation. 
The parade wan 


marked by the sreatest disorder. Capt.

Governor Determines That Another 


State Official Must Vacate on Ac- 


count of Alleged Irregularities.

Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 27.—The 


News today says: 


It developed today that Governor 


Hanly has asked for the resignation 
of Daniel E. Storms, secretary of state. 
This was after a two hours' confer- 
ence of Governor Hanly, Attorney Gen- 
eral Miller and Mr. Storms. It is not 
known whether or not Mr. Storms will 
tender his resignation. 
When seen 


today it was after the conference, and 
he would not say anything. 


"Rumor has it strong that your res- 


ignation 
has been 
demanded," Mr. 


Storms was told. 


"Rumor has said this for several 


days," he replied. 


While Mr. Storms would not admit 


the truth of the report and while Gov- 
ernor Hanly 
and 
Attorney General 


Miller refused to talk about the mat- 
ter absolutely, it was known that the 
resignation had been requested. There 
was no hint as to whether it would 
be tendered or not. 


Hint at Cause of It. 


Alleged Irregularities discovered by 


en Investigation committee in the aud: 
Itor's office with reference to the con- 
dition In the secretary of state's of- 
fice are thought to be the real reason 
for the requested resignation. 
It is 


said that there are three phases to 
'these discoveries, 
but further than 


that nothing is known. 


.Mr. Storms, as has betji stated, 


owed the state on October 1, when his 
quarterly settlement was due. the sum 
oC $77,000. To raise this amount he 
turned over to J. J. Anpel, as trustee, 
securities on which $41,000 was real- 
ized and the balance was borrowed 
from friends of the secretary of state. 
The next settlement is due January 
first. 


Difficulty May Be New. 


While it Is pointed out that some 


action might have been taken because 
of the alleged misuse of the state's 
funds Dy Storms previously to his July 
end October settlements, yet the story 
ie to the effect that this alleged mis- 
use and consequent trouble in malting 
the settlements had nothing t odo with 
the trouble as Jt developed today. Ever

made public Governor Hanly has said

One is said to be a 
charge that in making his July set- 
tlement, Storms In his report, stated 
that a certain sum was due the 
state, when in fact the amount due 
was about $25,000 in excess of the 
amount given. 
It is known that the 


full settlement was not made July 
1, and that part of the sum then 
due was not .paid until the settle- 
ment of October 1. 


In the.second place it is charged

clerk in the secretary's

gone to that clerk, whose salary has

The third item of the charge is 


said to be a shortage, of $1,000 in 
one payment made on account of the 
supreme and appellate court reports 
that are sold from this office.

alleged that in adding two items 
that should have made a total of ap- 
proximately 82,200, the total is only 
$1,200. 
This error is reported to 


have been corrected recently, how- 
ever. 


In the fourth place, It is alleged

Gang, Believed to Bo Toledo Safe- 


Blowers, Escaped After Hot 


Exchange of Shots. 


Perrysburg, Ohio, Dec. 28.—Caught 


in the Perrysburg Interurhan station 
early today five young men believed to 
be members of the safe blowers gang 
which raided the Central avenue car 
barns at Toledo Sunday, drew revol- 
vers and, shooting to kill, wounded 
Marshal Frank Thornton in the stom- 
ach, so that he will probably die. An- 
other member of the gang shot Dep- 
uty Marshal William Scott in 
the 


right foot, causing a painful, but not 
dangerous wound. 
The desperadoes 


then scattered and escaped. The To- 
ledo police heard 
of 
the shooting 


within fifteen minutes of its happen- 
ing. A patrol wagon was hurried to 
the scene, picking up patrolmen as it 
went, until, when it reached the bor- 
ders of the town fully a dozen armed 
men were in the squad which deploy- 
ed to guard the various approaches to 
the city. 


Practically all the available police- 


men, marshals, sheriffs and deputies 
in the surrounding country, together 
with an armed posse are scouring the 
ten mile stretch between Toledo and 
Perryburg on the east side and Tole- 
do and Maumee on the west. 


Thornton is still alive, but attend- 


ing physicians say he may die. While 
the five men were eating in the sta- 
tion restaurant, 
Marshal Thornton 


entered and with' Deputy 
Scott, at- 


tempted to place them all under ar- 
rest. 
The 
desperadoes, however, 


crowded close about the two officers, 
pulled revolvers and opened fire. 


Thornton fell at almost the first 


shot'. 
Fifteen or twenty shots were 


fired before the gang broke and fled, 
leaving the marshal and his deputy 
prone on the sidewalk. 


HAVE BEEN SURROUNDED. 


Toledo, Dec. 28.—It is reported that 


the Perrysburg bandits have been sur- 
rounded in a thicket, by a. posse, be- 
tween Toledo and Maumee. An addi- 
tional force of officers from this city 
are hurrying to the assistance of the 
posse and it is believed that the ban- 
dits will be captured before nightfall.

WITNESS ADMITS PERJURY. 


Sensation Arises In Zonker Murder 


Trial at Auburn. 


Auburn, Iiid., Jan. 3.—Miss Chris- 


tiana Lash, a witness for the state who 
was on the stand last Friday in the 
trial of Fred Kuckuck for the murder 
of Anthony Zonker, created something 
of a sensation yesterday when she was 
recalled by the defense and declared 
that much of her previous testimony 
had been false. 
Miss Lash declared 


that she had not, in fact, heard any 
noises on the evening of the tragedy; 
that Maggie Iseman told her to testify 
that shortly after hearing the noises 
she heard the pistol shots. 
She pre- 


sumed that this was why she had 
sworn falsely, for she had heard neith- 
er quarrel nor shots. 
M!ss Lash ad- 


mitted that she was ignorant of the 
law and did not .realize that it was 
wrong to testify to an untruth, but 
that, her conscience had so smitten her 
that she wanted to go upon the wit- 
ness stand and correct her original 
testimony. 
In the re-direct examina- 


tion by Attorney Henry Colerick, the 
witness became badly confused. 


Kuckuck was on the stand in his 


own behalf Tuesday. 
It is expected 


the defense will occupy the remainder 
of the week with testimony.

The New York legislative insurance 


investigating committee has completed 
its long and sensational inquisition and 
will now proceed to embody what has 
been learned in a report.

!s of prodigious volume.

made the basis of legislation designed 
to cure the evils and abuses that have 
been uncovered in tho administration 
of some of the frrcat life companies. 
The good that will accrue to preseot 
and future policy-holders cannot be es- 
timated, but that it, will 1)0 vast is not 
to be denied. Of one tiling the public 
should take note and that is that noth- 
ing has been disclosed to raise in the 
slightest degree any question of the 
entire, solvency nf the big concerns 
that have been under fire. While there 
have been mismanagement, pursuit of 
positively immoral financial policies, 
no end or personal and family graft 
and the employment of corrupt meth- 
ods along certain lines thac have to do 
with legal regulation of insurance. 


The present revolution in San Do- 


mingo has for its object the seizure 
of whatever money there may be at 
hand. Nothing else Is ever back of the 
frequent modern revolutions in the 
Latin-American and West Indian gov- 
ernments. There Is now a big sum of 
money collected under the modus vi- 
vemli or "agreement" 
under which 


President Roosevelt is administering 
the customs of the Dominican repub- 
lic. This agreement provides that the 
United States is to collect the custom 
revenue of the country. Of the amount 
collected 45 per cent is to be turned 
over to the faction in control oE the 
government, and the remaining 55 per 
cent. Is to be deposited in New York 
to constitute a fund with which for- 
eign, creditors 
are to be paid. The 


United States is accorded the right to 
interfere In all matters pertaining to 
customs and is to have the right to 
maintain order, but there is nothing 
in the modus Vivendi which gives the 
United States the right to intervene 
or protect the foreign interests from 
the rapacity of the Dominican officials 
or to prevent the wholesale incarcer- 
ation of natives in jails and prisons. 
Advices from Santo Domingo Indicate 
that matters have reached such a cri- 
sis that President Roosevelt cannot 
restore the status quo •which, existed 
prior to applying the modus vlvcndl. 
All the factions are confident that the 
800,000 or $1,000,000 which has b^en 
collected and set aside by the "United 
States will shortly be turned back to 
the 
Dominican

Indianapolis. Ind., Dec. 2S.~~Secre- 


tary Amos W. Butler, of the board of 
State Charities, has returned from a 
tour of the east, where. In company 
with Superintendent Ileid, of the In- 
diana state prisons, ho inspected a 
number of the larger penal institu- 
tions. 


Secretary Butler was at his desk 


yesterday for the first time in nearly 
two weeks. The clerical force of the 
office of the board of State Charities 
has been compiling some statistics on 
the poor 
asylum 
population of the 


state, which 
Secretary Butler 
says 


siiows little change from year to year. 


Tiie average number of inmates in 


the different county asylums on Aug. 
Hi of each year for the last, ten years 
has been about 3,000. This year the 
number present on the day of the reg- 
ular census was 3.115, a reduction of 
Lwoniy-nine from last year. 
Of this 


number 2,034 were males and 1,081 
were females—aboul, twice as many 
men as women. 
Thirty-two, or 1 per 


cent, were under 17 years old; 154 
were between iiie ages of 17 and CO 
ve;irs, and 1,5411 were over 60 years 
old. 


"Those figures." said the secretary, 


"becc-nie more significant when it is

GOVERNMENT LIKELY TO BE- 


GIN ACTION AGAINST IT. 


Federal Agents Find Evidence Said 


to Be More Sensational Than 


in Beef Inquiry. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 
28.—Tele- 


graphing his paper, the Chicago Tri- 
bune, today, Raymond says: 


For nearly a year agents of the Uni- 


ted States 
government 
have 
been 


slowly and patiently but persistently 
gathering facts and figures on which it 
was hoped to base a successful attack 
upon the gigantic monopoly known as 
the Standard Oil company. 


Great as this 
organization is, the 


United States government is greater, 
in spite of the boast of some of the' 
Standard managers, and federal agents 
and detectives have struck 
a trail 


which seems at last to lead into the 
heart of me famous system. 


Following upon the footsteps of gov- 


ernment agents in Washington, Phila- 
delphia, New York, and other cities, I 
have learned sufficient to convince me 
that during the present winter, and 
possibly not long after the holidays, 
there will be presented to congress a 
report which will be far more sensa- 
tional than that prepared against the 
beef trust, and at the same lime an. 
other report will go to the attorney 
general with a suggestion that prose- 
cution be instituted under the anti- 
trust law, the interstate 
commerce 


law, the Elkins law, and the Conspiracy 
law, not only against the Standard Oil 
company and its agents and managers 
hut nlso against all railroad and sub- 
sidiary corporations by 
the 
use of 


which the Standard Oil company has 
controlled the market in this country 
and killed out all its competitors. 


The work of the special agents of 


the government is not entirely conclud- 
ed, hut nearly so. They have devel- 
oped enough to startle the country, 
and the paid spies of the Standard Oil 
company already have learned this and 
have begun to cover up evidence in an- 
ticipation of a criminal prosecution by 
the federal government. 


The investigation into the affairs of 


the Standard OH company has been 
conducted by Commissioner Garfield, 
of the bureau of corporations. It pro- 
ceeds in the first place under the au- 
thority of a special resolution of tho 
house of representatives, but. every 
step of the investigation bus been sub- 
mitted not only to Mr. Metcalf, secre- 
tary of the department of commerce 
and labor, but to President Roosevelt 
as well, and both of tnem have made 
valuable suggestions as to the line of 
Inquiry to be adopted. 


The experience gained 
by special 


agents and other representatives of 
the department, in investigating 
the 


beef trust has proved an immense ad- 
vantage tn looking into the affairs of 
the Standard Oil company. This addi- 
tional experience was more than nec- 
essary, because the agents of tho gov- 
ernment scarcely had begun their work 
before they were satisfied 
that 
thb 


prosecution of the beef trust was mere 
child's play In comparison to the at- 
tack on the Standard Oil company. 


Commissioner Garfield probably will 


have two reports again, but when he 
gives out the public section he will 
make It entirely clear that he still has

Aft- 
er lending at 100 today there were 
loans at 90 per cent. The 90 per cent, 
quotations did not last long and at 11 
o'clock 110 per 
cent, was paid for 


funds, and shortly afterwards a loan 
of ?400,000 at 125 per cent, was 
re- 


ported. 


Little Excitement. 


Although brokers were compelled to 


pay the highest prices in years for 
cash with which to carry their stock 
there was little, excitement over the 
situation.

houses provided themselves several 
months ago with loans to carry them 
over January 1, which is a time when 
money is always .n great demand for 
dividends, interest and other year-end 
settlements. 
Business time loans are

well, in the early trading, considering 
the market's usual sensitiveness , in 
money conditions.

Interfere. 


Boston, 
Dec. 
28,—The 
American 


hoard of commissioners 
for foreign 


missions in its 'ninety-fifth 
report, 


made public today, deals at length 
with conditions in Turkey. 
It states 


that the political situation in the west- 
ern Turkey mission, which includes 
Constantinople, has been favorable 
without special occasions for anxiety 
and uncertainty. 


While there has been no little terror- 


izing in the Salonlca field of the Eu- 
ropean Turkey mission and a spirit of 
revolution in parts of Bulgaria, fear of 
war or of a general massacre of Chris- 
tians has not been acute. In the Sa- 
lonica station touring by. the mission- 
aries has heen handicapped by the In- 
sistence on the part of the government 
upon sending a largo body of troops 
as a protection to the missionary. The 
quartering of such a small army on 
the people of a town was no small task 
in Itself, while tne constant presence 
of Turkish troops terrorized the people 
and drove them away from the mis- 
sionary and his services. 


One of the significant, events of the 


year was the gift of 200 francs gold 
from Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria for 
repairs on the mission church at Sofia. 


Eastern Turkey Turbulent. 


• "The greatest unrest has been in the 
Van and iiitlis fields, eastern Turkey," 
the,.,report says, "where bands of revo- 
lutionists, organizing In Russia, have 
attacked Turkish villages and clashed, 
with, Turkish troops, poverty and suf- 
fering in these two stations especially 
have been severe.- The missionaries 
have administered relief 
funds sent 


from the United States, England and 
Germany, and the regular work has 
gone on with but little permanent in- 
terruption. 
The • government 
has 


thrown many obstacles- In the way of 
missionary travel. Evidently, orders 
have been sent out into the districts 
from Constantinople to prevent the 
missionaries from traveling in 
the 


country. 
This has led to annoyance 


but has not prevented the prosecution 
of the outside work. The local offi- 
cials have, for the most part, been 
courteous and kindly disposed." 


Much Unrest in Arabia. 


The troubles of the government in 


Arabia, calling out the reserves and 
increasing the taxes, have created un- 
rest; among all classes. Immigration, o£ 
;Armenians to the United States IB a 


: direct hindrance to the work, in tnat 
many of the trained 
teachers, and 


Christian workers are, among the num- 
ber. 


The conditions of the country have 


driven a great many of the young meii 
to the United States. Several of the 
members of the church have suffered 
Imprisonment from the alleged falsa 
charges of the Turkish government 
Two o£ these have been released this 
year after more than two years of im- 
prisonment. 
They report that while 


in prison they had large audiences' to 
whom they were permitted to preach 
day after day.

Des Moines Pastors Make Pact Regu- 


lating Marriages. 


Des Moines, Iowa, Jan. 2.—To form 


a trust for tho purpose of controlling 
matrimonial ventures is 
the latest 


movement on the part ui! Des Moines 
ministers. 
The plans were discussed 


at the regular weekly meeting of the 
ministerial association and i£ they are 
carried out Des Moines no longer will 
he the Gretna, Green for lovers who 
have not for months calmly reflected 
over the logic o£ matrimony. 


Alter a liberal discussion the min- 


isters came to the final judgment that 
divorce Is now a necessity hecause of 
the improper marriage ties and they 
propose to cure the 
social evil by 


juarding the entrance into the matri- 
monial fields by ttie strongest safe- 
guards. 


The agitation was started by Rev. 


Orian W. Pifer, pastor of Grace Meth- 
odist Episcopal church, who declared 
that he is firm in the belief that no 
man should put asunder those whom 
God hath joined together, but he ex- 
pressed the firm belief that God has 
little to do with many of the modern 
weddings. He claimed to have had 
an interview with Judge "William H. 
McHenry, of the equity court here, in 
which he learned that fully two-thirds 
of the divorces were granted in cases 
where love probably had played a very 
small part in the marriage. He sTiTted 
that he believed one of the greatest 
evils is because men 
and women 


plunge into marriage without the 
proper preparations. 


The ministers took up the dfscus- 
ion In'a lively manner and practical- 
ly entered into an agreement that min- 
isters will not in the future marry so 
indiscriminately. 


The preachers believe that wh'ero a 


divorce is wanted there should be ar- 
ranged a schedule of years according 
to the offense of the guilty party in 
which he or she must remain single. 


It has also been agreed that the pas- 


tors will demand to know the past n'is- 
fory of the participants, their financial 
condition and their past ventures if 
any. It Is expected that at the next 
meeting of tho association rules will 
he drawn up governing the perform- 
ance of marriages. The ministers will 
ask the co-operation of the justices of 
the peace. 


It Is possible that their present ac- 


tion will result In asking tho legisla- 
ture this winter to pass a law malting 
more stringent requirements for so- 
curing a license.

gion, when it will be cleared.

but to defend the barricades which are

houses little groups in ambush shoot, 
at the soldiers and throw bombs. The 
maze of narrow, crooked streets and 
the hilly nature of the ground make it 
practically impossible to use artillery 
effectively and eventually will compel 
the troops to clear the region by mov- 
ing from house to house.

British Kark That \\Ynt to Pieces on 


Itut'kH of Vancouver Ishtml 


Lost All Hutuls. 


Victoria, B- C., Dec. "0.—Twenty-six 


men and one woman wore drowned 
when tlie British burk Pa.^s of Mel- 
tort foundered on the rocks off Arn- 
phitrite j'olot. 


The salvage steamer Salvor, main- 


tained at Esquimau by Lloyd's agency 
and the Canadian government, yester- 
day went 10 the scene of the wreck, 
from which broken wreckage is still 
coining ashore, indmmig much of the 
cabla fittings. More bodiea have been 
seen near shuiv. 


The wreck is submerged aiiout fifty 


yards from the shore, with two spars 
anchored to il, 
Imoyiuy ihe location. 


An Indian is said to have soon the ill- 
fated ship firing rockets just before 
she foundered. 


Marks of Identification. 


.On the rocks a handkerchief and 


collar were found with the name "A. 
S. Laurie" iintl a 
handkerchief 
and 


socks markml "Wormell." Two of the 
btr.lles recovered 
ucrt buried are de- 


scribed us Eoi-ows: One, height 5 feet 
G inches, lisrlu hair, r/.mdy mustache, 
stars and'stripes tatoocd on right arm, 
with circle on flag and date 1878; an- 
other, n feet If) Inches, heavy build, 
age about 30, dark hair and union jack 
on right arm. 


It is believed the captain's wife was 


among the Inat, for among the miscel- 
laneous wreckage ashore is a woman's 
gray coat 
trimmed with 
red cord. 


Scraps of a log book with the inscrip- 
tion, "John Houston, master; Donald 
Cameron, mate," were also found. 
Three of the ship's boats were \rashed 
ashore. 


The greater portion oE the wreck- 


age, all of which is much broken, Is 
being washed on the rocks in a small 
bay a quarter of a mile east of Am- 
phitrlte point. Settlers from Ucleulet, 
the nearest village, about seven miles 
from the scene 
of the 
wreck, have 


started a systematic search for the 
corpses of the wreck's victims to give 
them burial ashore. 
The remains of 


the three men already found were 
interred today. 


Driven by Terrific Gale. 


The Pass of Melfort 
was 
driven 


ashore Tuesday night, a quarter of a 
mile east of Amphitrite point. The 
vessel was making for the entrance to 
the straits when the terrific south- 
west gale drove her to a lee shore on 
Vancouver island and the doomed ship 
drove with 
terrific force onto 
the 


rocks, breaking up soon afterward. 


The first body recovered was that of! 


a seaman dressed in oilskins and over- 
alls. Two more were soon afterward 
seen rolling in the heavy surf, 
but 


could not be recovered. A number of 
chip's buckets, all marked "Pass of 
Melfort," were found on the beach and 
not far away, in a small hay at the ez- 
treme 
of 
Amphitrite point, which 


marks the westerly entrance to Bark- 
ley sound, the ship's barometer, brok- 
en boats and the figurehead of the 
bark came ashore, together with other 
wreckage. Two spnrs were visible to 
watchers from shore washing about as 
though held 
by 
other 
submerged 


wreckage. 


Photograph of Sailors Found. 


A torn piece of paper, which seems 


like part of the log book of Captain 
Cougall, was found on the beach with 
the name "John Houston" on It, and 
not far away a water-soaked photo- 
graph of fifteen seamen and appren- 
tices of the Pass of Melfort, taken at 
the break of the bark's poop, was 
found on the beach. 


There was a whistling tmoy recently 


placed off Amphitrite point, but it dis- 
appeared In a gale two weeks ago and 
two days before Christmas the govern- 
ment steamer Quadra was sent to look 
for the missing buoy to replace it, but 
the government steamer failed to find 
the buoy in a short search and return- 
ed to port for Christmas. 


The Pass of Melfort was a British 


four-masted steel bark of 2,246 tons, 
built In 1891 at Glasgow for Gibson & 
Clark. She was last seen by the Brit- 
ish ship Brodrick Castle, which was 
passed by the wrecked barge and Cap- 
tain Oleaon, of the Brodrick Castle, 
who himself had a narrow escape 
when coming into the straits, had ex- 
pected to find the last vessel in port 
before him.

MOSCOW REDS GIVE UP. 


Moscow, Jan. 1.—White flags flying 


from a dozen factories in the tenement 
houses of Presna district, where the 
revolutionaries made their last stand, 
now bear mute witness to the end of 
the "December uprising in Moscow." 
The entire district is now occupied by 
troops. 


During Saturday night the vast ma- 


jority of the members of the "fighting 
legions" either surrendered or, after 
throwing away their arms, endeavored 
to escape in the guise of "peaceful citi- 
zens. Only the members who acted as 
a guard to the revolutionary commit- 
tee stuck to their colors and the sur- 
render of this handful yesterday morn- 
ing furnished the last act of the san- 
guinary drama. 


The staging of this last act was ad- 


mirable—a snow covered landscape, 
the small black residence with a tiny 
red flag fluttering from its gable, the 
end of Gorbatoff bridge, black with the 
guns of the artillery and a thin encir- 
cling line of. the Semlnovsky regiment 
of the guard, broken only directly in 
the line ot" fire. 


Suddenly there was a flash of red 


fire from the mouth of one ot" the guns 
and a solid snot plowed through the 
walls of the house. A few spluttering 
shots replied 
from a window. The 


cannon spoke again and again until a 
dozen shots had been fired. 


White Handkerchief Signal. 


It looked like murder ta the specta- 


tors on a hill and so evidently thought 
the officer in command of the battery, 
which ceased fire. A reserve company 
of the Seminovsky regiment then ad- 
vanced and fired volleys at the upper 
windows. At the third volley a white 
handkerchief attached to a bayonet 
was pushed through a shattered pane. 
It waved frantically and all was over. 


Tho little garrison of thirty marched 


out and laid down their arms, a strange 


collection of rifles and repeating shot- 
guns. All had revolvers. 


Strange to say, not one of the men 


even had been wounded and when they 
found that they would not be iasied:- 
ately executed they appeareu 
to bo . 


rather relieved that 
the end of the 


struggle had 
come. They gathered 


around the soldiers' bivouac, stretched 
their .hands eagerly over the cheerful 
fires and begged cigarettes from tb*> 
guards. 


The number of prisoners is being 


constantly augmented, moat of the new 
arrivals being arrested at the bridges 
or at other points of egress in the 
Presna district which is crowded whh 
refugees. 


Escape Is Free for AH. 


It is learned that after the fall of 


the Prokharoff cotton mid and other 
factories a council hastily was held, at 
which it was decided that tiig revolu- 
tion had failed and an order was given 
to every man to save himself as best, 
he could. A hundred agreed to hold 


j together so as to keep up a show ot 


fight under coyer of which the others 
could escape. 


After the final surrender the inhabi- 


tants swarmed into the streets of the 
district, anil in a remarkably short 
time cleared away the remains of thw 
barricades and other obstructions witu 
which for a week the revolutionaries 
had blockades the district. Yesterday 
morning a correspondent found 
ona 


street, where on Friday n. was necea- 
sary to climb over thirty barricade^, 
clear from end to end. All these ex- t 
copt three, which were carried away ^ 
by troops Saturday, were demolisheu 
by the inhabitants, who were as in- 
dustrious in tearing them down as they 
had been in erecting them. 


As the correspondent proceeded ho 


was several times searched by soldiers, 
who were endeavoring to discover rev- 
olutionary literature as the best means 
of identifying the revolutionaries. Thtf 
soldiers were considerably perplexed 
by the strange language in which the 
notes in the pockets of the correspon- 
dent were written, but in each case he 
was released. 


In squads of five the soldiers pene- 


trated every house searching for weap- 
ons. 


Losses Surprisingly Small. 


Considering the intensity of Satur- 


day's bombardment, when as many as 
five hots a minute were flred, besides 
the steady volleys of the Infantry^ the 
losses are surprisingly small, not more 
than forty of the revolutionaries 
or 


the inhabitants being killed and onlj 
about 200 being wounded in' the clia 
trict. 


The artillery Saturday was concen- 


trated mainly against 
the factorlei 


fringing the district, but the revolu- 
tionaries usually decamped at the first 
shot, taking refuge in the cellars of 
neighboring- houses. 


The shrapnel and rifle bullets did 


not penetrate beyond the outer walls 
and in only a few instances did tha 
walls show complete penetration by \ 
the solid shot. 


The correspondent visited the Prok- 


haroff, Manontoff, and other factories, 
where, according to Saturday night's 
reports, over a thousand of the fight- 
ers had perished 
in the ruins. Ha 


found fragments 
of shrapnel every- 


where, but no trace of slaughter. He 
was informed by a caretaker who had 
stuck to his post throughout the fight- 
ing that there was only one person 
killed and that a dozen were wounded. 


Among the fighting revolutionaries 


were several girl students, who stood 
by their comrades until the last.

The only serious attempt at defense 


was made at Schmidt's furniture "fac- 
tory, where the losses were heavy," but 
it is impossible to give the number aa 
the'-factory was burned and the bodies 
were Incinerated.

ilies, the family ikon usually crown- 
ing ths top of each pile. The poor peo- 
ple made slow progress with their 
bundles, and were subjected to- con- 
tinual search by the soldiers, .who 
sometimes delighted -in throwing the 
loads into the snow, and making merry 
at the sorry spectacle. 


In addition to the fires In the bom- 


barded district, which are now under 
control, a conflagration broke out last 
night, in the . buildings, adjoining St. 
George's church, which it is believed 
were set fire to by the revolutionaries 
as a means of diverting the troops. 
The buildings burned all night and the 
firemen had great difficulty In saving 
the church, the spire of which is filled 
with shrapnel fired earlier in the week 
against the insurgent sharpshooters, 
who picked off the soldiers by rifle 
shooting from it.

Another notice reads as follows: 
"This hank has gone into liquidation. 


John P. Edmondson has been appoint- 
ed receiver." 


All Will Pay Out. 


The cause of the suspension of the 


Merchants' Trust company is said to 
have been overloans and 
discounts. 


One of. the directors said to a repre- 
sentative o! the Associated Press that 
the three Institutions had arable asset? 
and would pay dollar for dollar. 


When the officers of the Merchants' 


Trust -company decided 
to suspend 


business, 
Chancellor Heiskell 
was 


asked to appoint a receiver for the in- 
stitution and named Hon. John P. Ed- 
mondson, a Memphis lawyer. 


The Merchants' Trust company re- 


cently 
absorbed the 
Memphis Na- 


tional bank and it is said owns the con- 
trolling stock Of the American Savings 
Bank and Trust company.' The latter 
institution has 
practically 
absorbed 


the Mechanics' Savings bank. 


The suspension of the three institu- 


tions caused little excitement in finan- 
cial circles. 


The American 
Savings 
Bank and 


Trust company of Memphis, according 
to a recent statement, owed depositors 
$625.000. 


It was later learned that the Amer- 


ican Savings Bank arid Trust company 
bad actually absorbed the Mechanics' 
Savings bank several days ago. 


This One But Temporary. 


It was stated today that the suspen- 


sion of this institution is only tempo- 
rary and that its affairs are in good 
shape. Officers .say? that the suspen- 
sion was decided upon because they 
feared a run when tne 
doors were 


opened this morning, the public gener- 
ally being aware of the bank's rela- 
tion ;to the Merchants'. Trust com- 
pany. 


At the latter institution it was an- 


nounced that a thorough reorganiza- 
tion would be made and hope was ex- 
pressed that the company would again 
open -Its doors for business in a short 
time.

has ever known has developed at 
Frankfort 
and Washington. 
It in- 


volves half a dozen or more of tho po- 
litical leaders of the state who are op- 
posed to Senator Blackburn in his ef- 
fort to succeed himself in the United 
States senate. 


Senator Blackburn openly charges 


that his mail has been tampered wlih 
by certain parties at Frankfort for the 
purpose of gaining 
political knowl- 


edge of his movements which could be 
used to advantage by Iho opposition. 
One of the strange features of this 
charge is that a portion of It is not de- 
nied by the authorities at Frankfort, 
but they excuse the opening of certain 
mail on the ground that it was acci- 
dental, the mall having been brought 
to the executive mansion with a lot 
of other mall and opened In a mechani- 
cal sort of way. 


At first Senator Blackburn was in- 


clined to view the tampering with his 
mail In the light of an accident, but 
when the "accident" was several times 
repeated he became suspicious and re- 
ported the affair to the postal authori- 
ties at Washington and asked that 
proper investigation be made. 


This was done and among the means 


employed by the special agent of the 
postofBce department was the use of 
a decoy letter. 
It is now said that a 


clerk in the Fransfort postofflce, who 
was friendly to the state house people, 
diverted the mail of Senator Black- 
burn so that it reached the wrong 
hands. 
Certain it is that one letter 


did reach the office of GOT. Beckham 
and was read by him. 


The department nt Washington is in- 


vestigating the matter, and it Is stated 
here today that In all probability one 
of the state house officials, high up, 
will be arrested in the course of the 
next few days. 
The scandal is the 


talk of the entire state, and if Black- 
burn can prove all the charges It will 
make him many friends.

Petition to Confer High Honor Upon 


America's Discoverer is Be- 


ing Considered. 


Chicago, Dec. 27.—Writing to the 


Chicago Record-Herald from Washing- 
ton today, William E. Curtis says: 


Tho movement to canonize Christo- 


pher Columbus has been revived and 
ihe petition Is again under considera- 
tion by the congregation of rites. In 
1S92 the most 
serious 
efforts were 


made in this direction and great pres- 
sure was brought upon the college of 
cardinals to celebrate the 400th anni- 
versary of the discovery of America 
by placing the name of the discoverer 
in the catalogue of saints. A petition 
signed by several millions of people in 
nearly every civilized country, both 
Catholics and Protestants, aud includ- 
ing many of the highest dignitaries of 
the church, \\as obtained through the 
efforts of Cavalier Giuseppe Baldl, a 
wealthy gentleman of Genoa, who was 
a great admirer of Columbus and did 
a great deal to honor his memory. Mr. 
Ilaldi raised a purse to buy the old 
house In Genoa—No. 37 Ylco Dritto 
del Ponticello—in which Columbus is 
supposed to have been born, and turn- 
ed it into a museum filled with relics 
of the explorer. He also collected a 
Columbian library containing an al- 
most complete bibliography of the Co- 
lumbus family. 
H cost, him a great 


deal of-money and a great deal of la- 
bor, for he secured a copy of almost 
every book that was ever published 
concerning his hero, and the cata- 
logue alone is a large volume. 
He 


prepared, with the assistance of sev- 
eral lawyers and scholars, a defense 
of the morality of Columbus, but Jt 
did .not convince the cardinals of the 
curia, who decided that the father of 
an illegitimate son cpuld not possibly 
be a saint- 


Mr. Bald! te dead, 
but the arch- 


bishop of Turin and other Italian ec- 
clesiastics have revived the movement 
and have asked for the reconsideration 
of the case, with a view to celebrate 
the 400th anniversary of the death of 
Columbus by announcing his canoniza- 
tion. He died in Yalladolid, Spain, on 
May 20, 1506, after partaking of the 
holy sacrament 
and uttering these 


words: 
"Into Thy hands, 0 Lord, I 


commit my spirit!" 


He was in Valladolid begging for a 


recognition of his rights and a fulfill- 
ment of the contract which he made 
with the sovereigns of Spain before 
departing upon his third voyage. Al- 
though Columbus had performed his 
mission with great credit, King Ferdi- 
nand (after the death of Queen Isa- 
bella) refused to do anything for him 
and repudiated the obligations of the 
contract, which was in writing and 
was signed- by both sovereigns. 
The 


duke of Verngua (the lineal descend- 
ant of Columbus) has the original of 
that document. 


The strongest argument in favor oE 


the admission of Columbus to the cal- 
endar of saints is that he was an in- 
strument of Providence in opening the 
western hemisphere to civilization and 
Christianity.

"Taking the proposition of the con- 


struction of a canal as a business un- 
dertaking, there does not seem to be 
any reason why it cannot he success- 
fully accomplished," declares Chief 
Engineer John F. Stevens, whose de- 
partmental report Is included in tho 
commission's review. 


"There is no element of mystery in- 


volved in it," continues Mr. Stevens. 
"No problem now apparent but what 
ran bo successfully solved—the prob- 
lem is one of magnitude and not of 


! miracles, although the time required 
! and the consequent cost will bo more 
jdependent upon the kind of canal to 
I be built to a far greater extent than 


I lias been. 1 fear, appreciated." 
I 
Sanitary Work First.- 


The report is divided into the gen- 


eral review by the 
commission, of 


which Theodore P. Sbonts, of Chicago, 
is the chairman; to a statement of ex- 
penditures, and to reports from Charles 
B. Magoon, governor of the canal zone, 
and Chief Engineer Sevens. 


The commission in its review of the 


work already accomplished sjfys that 
actual excavating had to give way to 
necessary preliminaries, such as pro- 
viding shelter, food and sanitary pro- 
tection to the people under its care. 
These problems included the fighting 
of the yellow fever bugaboo, war upon 
the stegomyia mosquito, tne solution 
of the water question, furnishing em- 
ployes with social recreations, build- 
ing oi churches and scnools, and a 
thousand and one other details of ad- 
ministration. 


Object to Eight-Hour Law. 


The commission virtually asks for 


the removal of all red tape laws, and 
it Is strongly backed up In this respect 
by Chief Engineer Stevens, who does 
not mince words. 
Special stress is 


laid upon the importance of excluding 
the commission from the operation of 
the eight-hour law. 


"In the opinion of the. commission, 


H is a mistake to handicap the con- 
struction of the Panama canal with 
any laws save those of police and san- 
itation," is the warning sounded. "The 
commission strongly recommends that 
labor on the isthmus be excluded from 
the application of the eight-hour law, 
the Chinese exclusion act, 
and any 


other law passed or to be passed by 
congress for the benefit of American 
labor at. home.'1 


Question of Labor. 


Chief Engineer Stevens dwells with 


even greater emphasis on this point, 
sweeping into his review a discussion 
of the canal problem from the stand- 
point of canal construction. He says: 


We are employing now colored laborers 


from the West Indian Islands and some 
Colombians from Cartegena and adjacent 
country, and it. fs all very expensive 
labor even after making the proper allow- 
ance in rates of pay. - As compared with 
the best common labor in the United 
States. I doubt if their efficiency can be 
rated at more than 33 per cent. 
Still 
this efficiency can be raised, and im- 
provement is already noticeable. 
Iteferenco to our white emplos-es has 
been made. There should be no great 
difficulty in securing the services of all 
necessary with the inducements offered 
and tho nature of the work. It would 
seem that this work offers many induce- 
ments, particularly to young men. that 
are offered nowhere else in the world. 


Mr. Stevens criticises the American 


press for publishing 
"untrustworthy 


rumors" regarding health conditions 
on the isthmus, but expresses the be- 
lief that the truth will become known 
through men who go there with an 
honest purpose to work and that an 
omple supply of employes will be se- 
cured. 


Legislation Urged. 


Mr. Stevens proceeds to make some 


significant recommendations for addi- 
tional legislation or for changes in ex- 
isting laws, saying:

the far east.

and aided in the 
liberation 
of the 
prisoners. 


HOW POLICE CHIEF WAS SLAIN. 


London, Dec. 29.—The St. Peters- 


burg correspondent of the Daily Tele- 
graph describes as follows the'execu- 
tion of the chief of police of Moscow: 


"The revolutionists entered the lodg- 


ing of the chief of police at midnight 
and told him to bid an eternal fare- 
well to his family because he was con- 
demned to die. Finding that it was no 
joke the chief expostulated, but to no 
purpose.

. Mrs. Yorkes was at her husband's 


bedside when he breathed his last, but 
iu the previous hours of illness, when 
the end was. clearly Jn sight, her place 
in the family circle of watchers had 
been vacarft. 


Wife Relents at Last 


At almost the final moment the fa- 


mously handsome wife of the magnate 
relented from. a determination to let 
the grave cover an estrangement that 
is a mystery to the world, and hurried 
from the Yerkes' palace at Sixty-eighth 
street and Fifth avenue to the apart- 
ments where the husband had been 
domiciled since his return from the 
British metropolis la November. 


At 
the 
deathbed, 
besides Mrs. 


Yerkes, were a eon, Charles Edward 
Yerkes, and his wife, a daughter, Mrs. 
Charles Rondamiller, and the attend- 
ing physician, Dr. Loomis. In a bulle- 
tin issued soon after Mr. Yerkes' death 
IJr. Loomis stated: 


"At 1 o'clock Mrs. Yerkes was tele- 


phoned to tnat her husband was dying, 
and she relented and went to the hotel 
and was present when he died. This 
was the first time Mrs. Yerkes had 
been at the hotel since her husband's 
illness. The death was peaceful, but 
unexpected at the time." 


II! for Six Weeks. 


For more than six weeks Mr. Yerkee 


had been ill and for ten days hie con- 
dition had been critical. Early In the 
fall he had contracted a severe cold in 
London, and this was believed to have 
brought on the complications for which 
a deep-seated disease had formed a 
foundation. 


Even after the attending physicians 


had given up all hope members of th« 
family clung tenaciously to the belief 
that the remarkable vitality ot Mr. 
Yerkes would pull him through. Ever 
since last night the patient had been 
kept alive by strong stimulants. But 
while the physician in charge gave out 
bulletins that there was no hope, tho 
son of the stricken man still declared 
there was. Fifteen minutes before Mr. 
Yerkes died Charles 
E. Yerkes ap- 


peared in the cafe of the Waldorf-As- 
toria and said his fattier was holding 
his own. 


Try to Conceal Discord. 


The son also had made every effort 


to conceal the true state of affairs per- 
taining to the domestic 
life of his 


father. 
Repeatedly the 
young man 


sent messages by telephone to Mrs. 
Yerkes imploring her 
to 
visit 
his 


father, for appearance sake, at least. 
And to these messages the wife re- 
peatedly refused to respond.

On several occasions Mr. Yerkes, jr., 


stated that Mrs, Yerkes was with her 
husband in his apartments. 
Many per- 


sons conversant with the facts helped 
along this deception, but- yesterday 
forenoon, when it was thought Mrs. 
Yerkes' will was unchangeable, these 
friends of the family admitted that 
the effort: to persuade her to bid fare- 
well to her husband had been without 
avail.

It is said that 
Penfield, after his investigation at Rio 
Janeiro, reported that Thompson, as 
minister to Brazil, was guilty of notor- 
iously improper conduct, and that it 
was intimated to Judge Penfield that 
it was desirable that ho should modify 
his findings so that a different kind of 
a report could be spread on the rec- 
ords.

Ing the indictment the grand jury and 
the local federal officials ignored the 
requests of railroad officials for an op- 
portunity to face their accusers and to 
present their side of the controversy. 


Some of the members of the grand 


jury wanted to hear what the railroad 
officials would say In connection, with 
the accusations, but the policy of the 
federal officials was upheld in accord- 
ance with the desire of District At- 
torney Morrison. 


Under the Elklns and other 
laws 


regulating interstate commerce 
and 


prohibiting the granting and receiving 
of rebates, the steel corporation mak- 
ing the shipments upon which rebates, 
it is charged, were paid, has also vio- 
lated a federal statute and could be 
prosecuted under an indictment simul- 
taneously with the railroad. 
In the 


recent case of the Swarzsehlld & Bulz- 
berger company, the freight traffic of- 
ficials were indicted and punished for 
receiving rebates upon the shipment 
of packing products. 


In the cases charged in the indict- 


ment against the Burlington road and 
its two officials yesterday, the steel 
corporation making the shipment up- 
on which rebates are charged to have 
been paid, together with others who 
acted as informers for the government, 
are given immunity from any prosecu- 
tion because they testified before the 
grand jury.

Agree on Plan to Be RRlifted JCext 


May—Revised Confession of 


Fnlth Endorsed. 


St. Louis, Mo., Dec. 30.—After a di- 


vision ot almost 100 years, arrange- 
ments were completed yesterday in 


t the joint session ot general commit- 
j toes which, when forinany ratified, will 


unite the Northern Presbyterian and 
the Cumberland Presbyterian churches 


Almost two days have been 
con- 


sumed by sub-committees in arranging 
details for the union. Their reports 
wore submitted to the general comiuit- 
| tees representing each church in th^ 


afternoon. 
\YUhin two hours the two 


general committees had met In Joint 
session and agreed upon a basis for 
the union of the two denominational 
bodies. 


This agreement will be reported to 


tho general assembly of the Presbyte- 
rian church, meejng at Des Molnes, 
la., on May 17, 190C, and the Cumber- 
land Presbyterian church meeting in 
Decatur,, 111., on the same date, for for- 
me! ratification by th'ese two execu- 
tive assemblies, which will be follower 
by the Official announcement that the 
union of the two churcnes has beaii 
accomplished. 


The general committed of the Cum- 


berland Presbyterian cnurch had its 
full quota of twenty-one members pres- 
ent, the chairman being Rev. Dr. W. H. 
Black, of Marshall, Mo. Only sixteen 
of the twenty-one members 
of 
the 


Presbyterian general committee were 
present. Rev. Dr. W. H. Roberts, or 
Philadelphia, was chairman. 


Only One Dissenting Vote. 


Or. the joint ballot, on the question 


of the proposed union there was but 
one dissenting vote, that being cast by 
Elder T. W. Keller.of Knoxville, Tenn., 
a member of the Cumberland commit- 
tee. He was the only one of seven who 
originally were opposed to the propo- 
sition who held out. 


The committee's report, after care- 


fully reviewing several similar efforts 
for a union of the two churches, re- 
cites the legal steps taken beginning 
with the appointment of committees 
in 1J*03, and declares that the effect of 
ail these steps is primarily that the 
confession of faith 01 the Presbyterian 
church, U. S. A., as revised In 1903, 
and the other doctrinal and ecclesiasti- 
cal standards of that church have been 
adopted by the Cumberland Presbyte- 
rian church, as has also the joint re- 
port prepared by these two general 
committees two years ago. 


To Become Effective at Once. 


It Is recommended that immediately 


after the steps thus fur taken have 
been announced 
the 
confession ot 


faith and the other doctrinal, and ec- 
clesiastical standards of the Presbyte- 
rian church, U. S. A., shall be binding 
upon the ministers, ruling elders, dea- 
cons, officers, churches, adjudicators, 
boards, committees, and all omer agen- 
cies of the Cumberland Presbyterian 
church. 


All of the Presbyterians of the two 


churches will elect commissioners to 
the uniteu general assembly of 1907 on 
a basis of one minister and one ruling 
.elder for every twenty-four ministers 
or moiety thereof. "Until the new mod- 
erator of the united assembly is elect- 
ed the moderator of the Presbyterian 
general assembly will preside over tho 
united general assembly of 1907. 


It Is recommended that the modera- 


tor of the Cumberland 
Presbyterian 


assembly of 1906 shall preach the open- 
ing sermon of the united general as- 
sembly of 1907, the stated clerk of the 
Presbyterian assembly, with the assist- 
ance of the stated clerk of the Cum- 
berland Presbyterian assembly, mak- 
ing up the roll of the united assembly. 


The history and 
records 
of both 


churches will be preserved as those of 
the united church. 


It is provided that all boards, com- 


mittees, trustees, and other agencies 
of 
the 
Cumberland 
Presbyterian 


church that hitherto have been re- 
quired to report to the general assem- 
bly of that church shall report to tho 
united assembly in 1907 and thereafter, 
unless these boards and other institu- 
tions shall be united with similar ex- 
isting Presbyterian organizations. 


All. other details as to property 


rights of boards, colleges, etc., the 
question of recommending the place 
of meeting of the united assembly, 
suggestions as to Presbyterian and 
suyodical names and lines, and other 
adjustments that may become nec- 
essary, wore referred by the general 
committees to their subcommittees 
for further consideration 
and final 


report to the two general assemblies 
meeting in Decatur and Des Moiiies 
next May. 


In 1810 the Cumberland Presbj'- 


terian church 
was 
organtze'd 
in 


Dickson county, Tenn., by three 
Presbyterian 
ministers 
who 
had 


withdrawn 
from 
the Presbyterian 


church on February -1 of that year. 
The division arose concerning tho 
extreme doctrine of predestination 
.nd certain other questions of prac- 
tices in ordination of ministers who 
did not fully conform to the classi- 
cal standards of tho Presbyterian 
church, those who protested insist- 
ing that the exigencies of frontier 
life demanded occasional exceptions 
to the established rule. 


Numerous efforts to unify the two 


church bodies made since that time 
have failed. Every effort in this di- 
rac/on was fruitless until the re- 
vision by the Presbyterians of their 
confession of faith in i903 opened 
the way. Immediately following 
this, a general committee was ap- 
pointed by each church to formulate 
a basis ;ipon which to effect a union. 
These committees mot in 'St. Louis 
two years ngo and began the steps 
that wero completed today. 


The general committee 
of 
the 


Presbyterian church last night sent 
a reply to a. letter addressed to It 
from the committee 
appointed 
by 


those of the Cumberland Presbyter- 
ian church who have gone on record 
as being unalterably opposed to the 
union. 
The 
reply 
in 
substance 


states In answer to the assertion 
that the Presbyterian church is not 
unanimously in favor of the union, 
that: 


"We are glad to correct misun- 


derstanding with reference to the 
position of our church. 
At first the 


movement was opposed by some, 
but since the overwhelming majority 
of our presbyteries and two general 
assemblies have 
approved 
it,

KEEP THE HOG WARM. 


You think of t!ie hog as being cov- 


ered with a two or three-Inch layer 
of pure fat. You think of that fat ay 
being a poor conductor of heat and 
cold, letting little body heat escape 
and little of the cold o£ the weather 
get at the real hog. 


If you will stop *o think you will re- 


member that hogs are a hot weather 
animal. All summer they spend much 
time in the sun and in winter the? 
pile up BO as to keep warm. 
They 


come from the house or pen steaming 
in the cold air of winter. They shiver 
with the sudden clilll. Somehow thai 
fat does not act as a non-conductor. 
The hogs sweat in the dead of winter 
as they pile up in a cold place. 
It 


would therefore seem probable that H 
would require more feed io keep hogs 
out in the cold than it would in a warm 
place. 


Rxperiments have shown that a sav- 


ing of about 25 per cent In the feed 
bill is made when hogs are sheltered 
so they are comfortable. 


It, is better for the hogs to he warm 


enough so that they do not lie in a 
pile all the time. They move about 
more and take needed exercise, anti 
are less liable to catch cold when they 
do not get up a sweat, then go out in 
the co!d tn feed.

told him, but he must calmly consider 
from this point of view, from the as- 
sist anen he has at, hand, from the na- 
ture of the soil he is tilling and the 
lino of work he is best, fitted for, then. 
properly map out his plan and go on 
with his work and keep gaining every 
lit lie bit of information from books, 
from the lips of experienced men and 
from his own experience aud thereby 
strive to make a positive success of 
that which he has been able to make 
hut. a partial success heretofore. 


This is an age of specialists. 
Men 


| who concentrate their forces on one 


particular line of business or one 
branch of a profession attain greater 
success than those who endeavor to 
master it nil. 


CLEANLINESS OF THE DANES. 


If a cow is sick she is at once sepa- 


rated from the 
other animals and 


taken to the hospital. It is a crime iu 
Denmark to use or sell milk from a. 
sick cow. 


It ought to be so everywhere. 
The milking is done by women who 


are not allowed to wear sleeves below 
the elbow. 
They wear 
white linen 


caps and aprons and must not only 
wash the bag of the cow, but also wash 
their own hands before milking each 
time. 


Everything fed the cows is prepared 


with great care—the quality and quan- 
tity is known, as nearly as possible. 
In the pasture every weed is pulled 
and the cow is not permitted to eat 
anything that will In any way taint the 
milk.

GO SLOW ON SHREDDED FODDER. 


Feeding is a trade the same as the 


carpenter. 
1 admit that anyone can 


throw some feed to the stock, but to 
feed in the true sense of the word, 
takes months and j-ears of practice, 
and then some fail.

should waich two points; first, in giv- 
ing the brute enough, 
but not too 


much to accomplish the desired re- 
sult, either of growing or fattening.

ice. It also acts as a rubber pad and 


i prevents slipping.

THINKING OF TREE PLANTING? 


Some Things to Consider This Winter 


Before the Agent Comes Around. 


(Walter E. Andrews.) 


It is already time 
to DC thinking 


about tree planting next spring and 
there are many things 10 be consid- 
ered. 


Don'i think that tho biggest tree 


from a nursery is the best tree tu 
plant. Extra size at the start does not 
necessarily mean Quicker growth o»- 
extra size thereafter. 
Buy 
medium- 


sized, thrifty trees. Overgrown giants 
are 
usually 
a 
disappointment—for 


while ihey are big, they often lack the 
vitality, the rooting grasp, the staying 
power and the 
adaptability of tho 


younger and smaller specimens. Be- 
sides, big trees cost more and they 
generally fail to earn the extra cost. 


Don't put a bundle of loose, unpro- 


tected trees in your wagon and then 
drive five miles to your home. That is, 
don't do this if you expect the trees 
to live and thrive after you plant them. 
Protect the roots from sun and wind j, 
by covering them with a wet blanket, 
or some damp straw. 
Never let th« 


roots dry out, even for,a half hour. A 
short dry spell may not kill them, but 
it surely detracts from tneir vitality. 
When you get home, don't dump the 
trees on the ground and. let them lie 
exposed to the sun and wind until yon 
"unhitch" or get your dinner. No. Get 
your spade at once and "heel in the 
trees, covering every root with moist 
earth. 
Then attend to the team ann 


your dinner. "Fuss and bother," 'yo\\ 
say. Perhaps, but it pays. 


Don't dig a six-inch hole and try to 


jam the tree roots into a space tou 
small to hold them comfortably. 
The 


labor thus saved isn't money gained. 
Make the hole large and deep enough 
to accommodate the roots when spread 
out in all directions, as they should go. 
Don't set the tree too deep or too shal- 
low, 
set it just right—that is, a little 


deeper than when it 
stood 
in the 


nursery. 
You'can usually see the old 


"dirt line" on the tree's trunk. Don't 
cover the roots with clod or subsoil; 
throw in some fine, moist topsoil first, 
trample it down with your feet, then 
shovel in the coarser, if poorer soil. 
Don't trample the last 'wo inches of 
soil on top—leave it loose. 


Don't think that a tree's welfare or 


rapid growth depends upon the large 
amount of "top"' you leave oiMt. "Tho 
larger the top the slower the growth" 
is a good rule to go by. Shorten In thw 
side branches and head back the lead- 
ing shoots. Don't he afraid to use tht* 
knife or the priming shears. Remem- 
ber that the tree has lost during its 
removal from the nursery much of its 
root system, therefore the top should 
be cut away until it corresponds some- 
what with the lessened root supply. 
When setting the tree, don't forget to 


" trim away all dead or broicen roots

together in peace and happiness and 
as prolific in eggs as trees are in 
leaves—all one glad summer day of 
gathering in the eggs, sending them to 
market and bringing home the dollars. 
How nice, how pretty on paper! Bue 
the cold, cheerless fact is, that it will 
not pan out that way. 


And yet, chickens may be kept by 


the acre, and managed so as to be 
healthy and profitable; but first there 
must be some well-defined plan—a sys- 
tem outlined, and some 
money 
and 


skilled labor expended before a single 
chicken Is turned out to graze. 


An acre of ground, 
with suitable 


houses and properly fenced, will ac- 
j.commodate between five and six hun- 
dred fowls—that IB, it will afford them 
space for exercising, for sunshine and 
air; but their feed would have to bo 
obtained from some other source, for 
they would scarcely 
let a sprig of 


grass grow within the acre limit. The 
ground .would, of necessity, have to bo 
fenced and subfeneeci nnfl houses erect- 
ed at certain distances apart. 


An acre of ground ,is about two hun- 


dred feet square, and in preparing it 
for the fowls it should be divided into 
32 yards, each twenty-five feet wide by 
fifty feet in length. This would mako 
four rows of yards, and 
necessitate 


two rows of houses. Each 
hous« 


should be at u junction point of four 
yards, which would call for but eight 
houses for the thirty-two yards—foiur 
compartments in each house. An open 
pass way should extend • from', end to 
end of. the grounds, in line with eacu 
row of houses, and another passway 
midway from the upper to lower cen- 
ter of the yarded space.^so as to maks 
all of the houses easy of approach. 


In each yard of twenty-five by fifty, 


twenty hens and a "cock 
should 
bo 


placed, which would give a total ot 
640 females to the acre, and some 3lt 
odd roosters. In connection with each, 
house there should. De an open shed for 
the purpose of feeding and scratching, 
so that the fowls could exercise ac- 
cording to their natural Instincts. 


Hens so yarded, with " their grain 


thrown in straw and leaves, to work 
out, and fed a green CUL bone ration 
three times weekly,.should average a 
dozen and a half eggs a month per hen 
during the first six months of the year. 


This average In laying would mako 


a total yield of nine hundred and sixty 
dozen of eggs a month, worth at least 
10 cents a dozen, or ?9G.,' From this 
gross, income we would average 7 cents 
per hen each month—^or a total. Of $45,

HORSE MEAT A3 FOOD. 


Through the considerable 
increase 


in prices of beef, mutton and 
pork 


throughout the German empire, atten- 
tion has been drawn to the fact that 
the use of horse flesh tn that empire as 
an article of diet is increasing. 
tn 


Berlin there are two hundred slaught- 
er houses for horses, and in the sub- 
urbs fifty, employing in all aboiit one 
thousand men. It is understood that 
the Berlin municipality intends shortly 
to provide a large central 
slaughter- 


house. 
A great delicacy in Hamburg 


and one of the best known meat pro- 
ducts of horseflesh sausage. 
The in- 


dustry has been in ex.stence for about 
fifty years and considerable quantities 
of this sausage are exported as beef 
sausages. Over six thousand 
horses 


are slaughtered every year in Ham- 
burg for food. 
Scientists claim ihat 


j It is only sentiment alone which pre- 


vents horseflesh from being sold In 
larger quantities than it is at the pres- 
ent time. 
The flesh of the horse, they 


state, is more free from parasites than 
beef or pork, and. is richer in nutri- 
ment. 
In Berlin a short time ago a 


prominent restaurant proprietor gave 
a banquet to which he invited fifty of 
his friends. 
At the feast dishes of 


beef and horseflesh were served, and 
out of the fifty guests present only 
six were ablo to distinguish between 
the roast, beef and the roast horse. 


which would leave a net profit per acrti 
for the hens enclosed of $51. 


If one should start early in the year 


and become established by the middle 
of April, it should be possible to get a 
good revenue for three months, or un- 
til the middle of July. After that date 
the yarded hens should cease to lay 
profitably, and should be sold.- 


TVith experience, and sufficient help, 


several acres oi hens might be kept in 
this way, and a much larger revenue 
derived than is possible from only one 
acre. Fifty dollars a month income for 
six months would mean $300 per acre 
for the season. Is there any other 
crop that would pay as well? 


The price of eggs is way up, and will 


remain so. during the nexi six months. 
Next spring we presume that people 
will begin to wonder whether it will 
not pay better to sell the eggs at mar- 
ket prices rather than go to the trouble 
of hatching and 
rearing the chickd 


from them.

ships or heavy guns for sea-coast de- 
fense arc completed ihe dopanmt-uts 
are embarasped by a scarcity of men 
necessary for the operation of the nm- 
chlnery.

ready commencing to show itsplf with 
the rait roads. They 
are 
supply ing 


themselves with large additions to tin* 
equipment of locomotives 
ami cars, 


but th£ scarcity oi" ilrcmt-n ;'.!!:) brulii'- 
men in some sections is becoming seri- 
ous.

plaiuod 10 liorae extent by iliv faci th;it 
then- is ;i lemJf-iicy to require now 
firemen to work on the largest locomo- 
tives and the rules of the liremon's 
brotht*rhoo;l sustain ihe older men in 
securing the plucks whore work is 
least laborious. Em.iloynic-iu for new 
men timlor this condition is no lender 
attractive ami the men who were for- 
merly e-agpr to secure positions its fire- 
men now find no difficulty in obtaining 
equal wages for work which is more 
ploasiint ami less laborious. The so- 
lution of this difficulty evidently lies 
In tho development and r.sa of the ma- 
chine: stoker, wlilolj will port'orm the 
hardest, part of ilie 
work of firing 


litrge, locomotives. Tho desisns for a 
successful machine 
for 
tloiutr this 


work have been worked out. but they 
do not appear to he so completely de- 
veloped as to insure a general adop- 
tion. 


If tho volume of business is so great 


this winter that the railroads can not 
handle it with improved terminals. 
ample tracks and-, a; sufficient supply 
of locomotives and cars and the weak- 
point Is lack of firemen then tho man- 
agements must take up more earnest- 
ly than heretofore the automatic stok- 
er for locomotives. This Is believed 
to be found tho most effective method 
tor preventing the congestion of traffic 
in tho future. Freight blockades now 
seem Imminent and it is too late to 
prevent them by such means during 
this season, hut if the railroads resort 
to the obvious remedy it should pro- 
duce a boom in the stoker business 
next year.

DEMAND FOR FINE JEWELS. 


The chief factors in raising the price 


of diamonds 'nave been a scarcity of 
desirable gems and an unprecedented 
demand from all parts of the world for 
the products of ihe 
South 
African 


mines. High prices have not deterred 
Americans from buying liberally, and 
it is an open secret m the trade that 
the best stones find their way here. 
The favorite stones next to diamonds 
imported here in the order of their 
popularity arc amethysts, garnets, per- 
idots, aquamarines and opals. The 
custom house records show that opals 
have had an especially good run this 
year. Representatives of large job- 
bing houses said the other day that 
this was the best year In the trade. 
Notwithstanding the high 
prices of 


gems the demand has been difficult to 
supply. 
According to 
the 
diamond 


trade people, the Christmas buying of 
gems this year surpassed all previous 
records. At the postofflco it was stat- 
ed that diamonds awl other precious 
stones approximating a value of $2,- 
500,000 have been imported through 
the mails this year. There is no duty 
on diamonds brought in uncut, and 
this has resulted in the building up of 
a considerable diamond-cutting indus- 
try in the United States. Custom offi- 
cials believe that li)l)fi will break even 
this year's high record for gem im- 
portations.—Philadelphia i-edger.
